the fertility of the country, that not a foot 
of ground remained uncultivated, that 
there were a great nunberof canals, which 
are now filled up, their accounts do not 
ſeem at all improbabic. Egypt is divided 
into the Upper, the Middle, and the Lower; 
which lat comprehends the Delta, which 
r:aches from Alexandria to Dumietta, and 
as far as Cairo; the Middle runs no far- 
ther S. than Beneſouf; and the Upper, 
calle | formerly Thebaid, aicendsas far as 
Nubia, and the Kingdom of Sennar.

domi nions, and in fore recent fcientific 
publications, the Ruſſians iſe future 
eminence in the republic of letters. With 
zegard to climate, there is neceſſarily a 
great var etw of temperature, in ſo vaſt 
an extent of territory, The northern 
extremity enjoys a day of two monti:s, 
while the ſouthern ſcarcely has a day of 
35 hours at moſt.

A war be- 
ing kindled in Italy, don Carlos became 
maſter of the kingdoms of Naples and 
and Sicily, and their poſſeſſion was con- 
firmed to him hy the peace concluded in 
1735. But he was obliged to renounce 
lis right ro Tuſcany in favour of the late 
emperor of Germany, then duke of Lor- 


| rain; and which was ceded to him as an 


equivalent for that duchy, which he had 
given up to France. There is now kept 
a council of regency in Tuſcany, who 
have the adminiſtration of affairs, and is 
compoſed of ſeveral members. The an- 
nual revenue of this country may be 
about 300,000 ſcudies, but the ſoverei 

cannot ſend above 30,000 men into the 
field, and at fea he has no more than 30 
gallies, which he is obliged to keep to 
defend this country againtt the Turkiſh 
pirates.

Our country- 
wan, Mr. Richard Norwood, was, however, more ſucceſsful z; for in the 
year 1635 he ſolved this grand problem with a very conſiderable degree of ac- 
curacy. The principle on which he proceeded was this: As every great 

circle, either of T oh celeſtial ſphere or earth, is divided into 350 equal parts, 
called degrees, and thee circles are all conſidered as concentric to the centre 
of the earth; it follows, that if the diſtance on a great circle of the earth, 


correſponding to one or more of theſe degrees in a great circle of the heavens, 5 


— be meaſured, the whole circumference of the earth would be known by 
— 41 y in that meaſure : and conſequently its diameter, magnitude, &c. ealily 
calcu 


Mr. Norwood Ann took the following method for ſolving this problem: 
He choſe the two diſtant places, London and York, which were known to 
lie nearly north and ſouth Fad other ; and by the method of traverſe failing, 
he found their difference of latitude, or the diftance between parallels of lati- 
rude paſſing through theſe places, or, which is the ſame thing, the length of 
that arch of the terreſtrial meridian. He alſo, with a good initrument, found 
the diſtance between the zeniths of thoſe places, and conſequently knew the 
length of the celeſtial arch, anſwering to the terreſtrial one he had meaſured. 
Then ſaying, as that celeſtial arch is to a great circle of the ſphere, or 360 
degrees; ſo is the arch of the terreſtrial great circle meaſured in feet, to the 
circumference of a circle on the earth in the ſame meaſure. |
